1895,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  report 
of  these  proceedings  under  said  license,  a  copy  of  which 
report  is  hereto  attached:

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board 
of  Directors,  to  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors, consisting  of  fifteen  stockholders,  divided 
into  three  classes  of  five  members  each,  numbered 
consecutively;  the  terms  of  office  of  the  first  class 
to  expire  on  the  day  of  the  annual  election  of 
1896;  the  second  class,  one  year  thereafter;  and 
the  third  class,  two  years  thereafter.  Governors 
shall  hold  over  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  this  corpora- 
tion shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Governors. 
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BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I. 

GOVERNORS. 

SECTION  i.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  Secretary,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  he  may  designate,  within  ten  days  after 
the  annual  election,  and  elect  by  ballot,  from 
among  their  number,  a  President,  a  Vice-Presi- 
dent,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  of  the 
Club,  a  Treasurer,  a  Chairman  of  the  House 
Committee  and  a  Chairman  of  the  Grounds  Com- 
mittee; and  the  Board  shall  appoint  two  other 
members  of  the  Club,  who,  together  with  the 
Chairman,  shall  constitute  the  House  Committee ; 
and  two  other  members,  who,  together  with  the 
Chairman,  shall  constitute  the  Grounds  Commit- 
tee. The  President,  together  with  the  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee 
and  Chairman  of  the  Grounds  Committee,  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Committee  until  the  day 
of  the  annual  election  next  thereafter.  The  Board 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  of  Sports  and  Pastimes, 
and  such  Standing  Committees  as  to  them  may 
seem  desirable;  and  all  such  officers  and  com- 
mittees, or  any  member  thereof,  may  be  removed 
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and  vacancies  filled  at  any  time  by  the  Board ;  and 
any  vacancies  in  the  Board  may  be  filled  by  the  re- 
maining members  of  the  Board  until  the  next 
annual  election. 

SECTION  2.  The  limit  of  membership  in  the 
Club  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

SECTION  3.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  held  at  the  Clubhouse  in  Lake  County, 
Illinois,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
at  8:30  P.  M.,  or  at  such  other  place  or  hour  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  designate.  Special 
meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent, on  three  days'  prior  notice,  duly  given  by 
the  Secretary,  and  eight  Governors  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

SECTION  4..  Any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  absent  from  five  consecutive  regular 
meetings  without  permission  of  the  Board,  or  leav- 
ing one  of  the  meetings  without  permission  of  the 
presiding  officer,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Governors, 
be  held  to  have  resigned  his  office. 

ARTICLE  II. 

STOCKHOLDERS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and 
annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tues- 
day in  January,  commencing  1902,  at  the  Club- 
house in  Lake  County,  Illinois,  between  the  hours 
of  2  and  9  o'clock  p.  M.,  or  at  such  other  place 
or  hour  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  lawfully 
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designate ;  and  at  any  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  acting  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders there  shall  be  elected  from  among  their 
number  five  Governors,  to  serve  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  to  succeed  those  whose  term  expires  on 
the  day  of  such  election,  and  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  person,  or  by  proxy  duly 
authorized  in  writing,  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  standing  in  his  name  on  the  books  of  the 
Club  for  as  many  persons  as  there  are  Governors 
to  be  elected ;  or  to  cumulate  such  shares  and  give 
one  candidate  for  Governor  as  many  votes  as  the 
number  of  Governors  to  be  elected  multiplied  by 
the  number  of  his  shares  shall  equal ;  or  to  distri- 
bute them  on  the  same  principle  among  as  many 
candidates  as  he  may  think  fit.  If  there  be  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors at  the  time  of  the  annual  election,  such 
vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  a  separate 
vote  of  the  stockholders.  The  manner  of  voting 
to  be  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  the 
five  Governors  whose  terms  of  office  expire  as 
above  provided.  The  transfer  book  shall  remain 
closed  for  ten  days  previous  to  each  annual  elec- 
tion. A  special  meeting  of  the  stockholders  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  special 
meetings  may  be  called  whenever  the  President  or 
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the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  so  requested  by 
the  holders  of  not  less  than  one-tenth  of  the  capital 
stock,  in  writing  and  setting  forth  the  object  of 
such  meeting;  and  no  other  business  than  that 
specified  in  the  call  shall  be  transacted  at  such 
meeting.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each  stockholder 
at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  holding 
the  same,  and  such  notice  shall  state  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting,  and  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  called. 

ARTICLE  III. 

PRESIDENT. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  Board  of 
Governors  and  Executive  Committee.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  all  com- 
mittees, but  shall  not  vote  upon  any  questions  be- 
fore the  same,  except  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  of  the 
other  members  present,  and  except  as  a  member  of 
the  Membership  Committee.  The  President  and 
Secretary  shall  sign  all  certificates  of  stock,  deeds, 
mortgages,  and  other  instruments  under  seal,  and 
all  promissory  notes.  In  case  of  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  President  to  act,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent  may  assume  all  the  powers  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  President  during  such  absence  or 
disability;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  disability 
of  the  President  and  Vice-President  to  act,  then 
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the  Second  Vice-President  may  assume  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President 
during  such  absence  or  disability. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Club  to  keep  the  records  of  the  corporation  in 
books  belonging  to  it,  to  issue  all  notices  of  meet- 
ings, to  note  the  proceedings  of  the  same,  to  enter 
them  upon  the  minute  book,  and  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished all  notices  which  by  law  require  publica- 
tion. He  shall  also  conduct  the  general  corre- 
spondence of  the  corporation,  Board  of  Governors, 
Executive  and  House  Committees,  and  have  the 
custody  of  the  seal,  charter,  by-laws,  stock-book, 
and  other  records  of  the  corporation,  all  of  which 
shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  stockholder. 

ARTICLE  V. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the 
corporation.  He  shall  collect,  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee  disburse  the 
funds  of  the  corporation.  He  shall  render  a  state- 
ment in  writing  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  showing  the  receipts,  disbursements, 
expenses  and  amount  of  tickets  given  by  members 
during  the  previous  month,  together  with  the  then 
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present  balance  of  money  on  hand,  and  as  far  as 
practicable,  the  outstanding  obligation  of  the  Club 
corporation.  At  the  annual  meeting  each  year 
he  shall  present  a  complete  balance  sheet  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation,  and  a 
full  report  in  detail  of  the  receipts,  disbursements 
and  expenses  of  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  which 
balance  sheet  and  report  shall  have  been  previously 
printed  and  distributed  to  the  stockholders  at  least 
three  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

The  fiscal  year  shall  end  on  December  3ist  in 
each  year. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

SECTION  i.  The  Executive  committee  shall 
hold  stated  meetings  in  the  Clubhouse  on  Tues- 
days of  each  week  at  8  o'clock  P.  M.,  or  at  such 
other  place  or  hour  as  the  President  may  designate. 
Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  call 
a  special  meeting  of  the  committee  upon  two  days' 
prior  written  notice  to  the  members  thereof. 
Three  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

SECTION  2.  The  Executive  Committee  (unless 
otherwise  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Governors) 
shall  control  and  direct  the  expenses  and  have 
the  management  of  the  practical  working  of  the 
corporation,  audit  accounts,  and  enact  such  rules 
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for  the  use  of  the  Clubhouse  and  grounds,  and 
for  the  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  Club,  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

SECTION  3.  The  action  of  all  committees, 
other  than  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ADMISSIONS  COMMITTEE. 

SECTION  I.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  be 
the  Committee  on  Admissions,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  voting  upon  applicants  for  membership.  Each 
name  shall  be  voted  upon  separately,  and  two 
negative  votes  shall  be  sufficient  to  exclude  any 
applicant  from  membership. 

SECTION  2.  No  candidate  who  shall  have 
failed  to  be  elected  shall  be  again  proposed  for 
membership  within  six  months.  Seven  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Committee  on 
Admissions. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

The  House  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  have  charge 
over  all  buildings  belonging  to  the  Club,  and  is 
empowered  to  make  any  necessary  purchases;  to 
regulate  the  price  to  be  paid  for  all  articles  sold 
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in  the  Clubhouse;  to  receive  and  consider  com- 
plaints and  to  engage  and  discharge  all  servants 
employed  in  the  Clubhouse  and  buildings  belong- 
ing to  the  Club,  and  to  have  a  general  supervision 
over  same. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

GROUNDS  COMMITTEE. 

The  Grounds  Committee,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  have 
authority  over  the  grounds  of  the  Club  and  all 
outdoor  games  and  sports.  It  shall  superintend 
improvements  and  alterations  of  the  grounds,  en- 
gage and  discharge  servants  employed  on  the 
grounds,  and  regulate  the  charges  to  be  made  in 
connection  with  the  various  outdoor  games. 

ARTICLE  X. 

GOLF  COMMITTEE. 

The  Golf  Committee  shall  arrange  the  handi- 
caps of  the  members  of  the  Club,  and  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Grounds  Committee  such  changes 
and  improvements  in  the  golf  course  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  seem  desirable,  and  on  all  questions 
or  disputes  arising  in  the  game  of  golf  on  the 
Club  grounds  the  decision  of  this  Committee  shall 
be  final,  except  on  such  questions  as  shall  be  taken 
by  appeal  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
United  States  Golf  Association. 
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ARTICLE  XL 

SECRETARY  OF  SPORTS  AND  PASTIMES. 

The  Secretary  of  Sports  and  Pastimes  shall 
arrange  and  record  all  matches,  attend  to  the  cor- 
respondence in  regard  to  outdoor  games,  inform 
members  of  the  time  and  place  of  matches,  receive 
and  post  entries,  announce  handicaps,  and  gener- 
ally carry  out  such  plans  as  may  be  suggested  by 
the  Grounds  Committee,  or  other  committees,  in 
relation  to  the  outdoor  sports  and  pastimes  of  the 
Club. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

Certificates  of  stock  shall  be  transferable  only  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  provided  in  the  By-Laws, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  By-Laws  then  made 
or  thereafter  to  be  made,  and  such  By-Laws  shall 
be  considered  as  an  essential  part  of  the  contract 
of  the  issue  and  acceptance  of  each  certificate. 
Stock  can  only  be  transferred  to  such  person  or 
persons  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors. No  person  claiming  to  own  stock  shall 
have  or  exercise  the  privileges  of  a  stockholder 
unless  his  name  appears  upon  the  books  as  such 
stockholder,  and  it  shall  not  so  appear  except  by 
order  of  the  Board.  The  corporation  shall  have 
a  first  lien  upon  any  stock  or  dividends  thereon 
for  any  indebtedness  due  from  owner  or  holder 
to  the  corporation,  which  lien  may  be  enforced  by 
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sale  or  forfeiture  of  such  stock  or  dividends,  or  in 
any  other  lawful  manner.  Each  certificate  shall 
be  deposited  by  the  Secretary  with  the  Treasurer 
of  the  corporation,  to  be  held  by  him  and  his  suc- 
cessors, subject  to  the  By-Laws  and  the  orders  of 
the  Board  of  Governors.  And  all  dividends  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  by  him  to  the  party 
entitled  thereto. 

The  foregoing  section  shall  be  printed  in  full 
upon  the  back  of  each  stock  certificate,  and  there 
shall  also  be  printed  thereon  the  following,  to 
be  signed  by  the  person  taking  the  same : 

"In  taking  this  stock  and  certificate,  I  fully  consent 
and  agree  to  the  foregoing,  and  I  authorize  the  Secre- 
tary to  deliver  this  certificate  to  the  Treasurer,  to  be 
held  as  above  provided." 

" ,  190—. " 

Upon  the  certificate  being  thus  completed,  it 
shall  be  detached  from  the  stock  book,  and  by  the 
Secretary  delivered  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall 
give  his  receipt  therefor,  to  be  delivered  to  the 
person  signing  such  stipulation,  which  receipt  shall 
be  as  follows: 

"Received,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Onwentsia 
Club,  Stock  Certificate  No.  for shares  is- 
sued to  ,  which  is  to  be  held  pursuant  to  the  By- 
Laws  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors." 

The  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  contained  in 
a  book,  and  be  issued  therefrom  under  the  cor- 
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porate  seal,  in  consecutive  order,  and  shall  be  num- 
bered and  registered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  issued. 

All  certificates  exchanged  or  returned  to  the 
corporation  shall  be  canceled  by  the  Secretary,  and 
such  canceled  certificates  pasted  in  their  original 
place  in  the  book,  and  no  new  certificate  shall  be 
issued  until  the  old  certificate  has  been  thus  can- 
celed and  returned  to  its  original  place  in  said 
book. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

SECTION  i.  Any  person  of  the  age  of  21  years 
or  over  may  become  a  member  of  the  Club  upon 
a  favorable  vote  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions, 
provided  the  name  of  such  person  has  been  ap- 
proved and  posted  by  the  Secretary  in  the  Club- 
house for  two  weeks.  Each  candidate  for  mem- 
bership must  be  proposed  by  a  member  of  the 
Club  and  seconded  by  two  other  members. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Admis- 
sions any  name  on  the  waiting  list  previously  ap- 
proved and  properly  posted  may  be  taken  up  and 
finally  acted  upon  at  the  request  of  any  member 
of  the  Committee,  provided  three-fourths  at  least, 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee  present  approve. 

SECTION  2.  Each  subscriber  to  the  original 
stock  of  the  corporation  may  become  a  member 
of  the  Club  without  being  proposed  or  seconded

as  herein  provided,  upon  payment  of  the  initia- 
tion fee  and  dues  for  the  current  year,  less  ten 
per  cent  of  the  amount  of  his  stock  subscription. 

SECTION  3.  With  every  proposal  for  member- 
ship a  letter  of  recommendation,  giving  the  name, 
the  place  of  residence  and  the  profession  or  occupa- 
tion of  the  candidate,  with  such  statement  of  his 
qualifications  as  the  member  writing  it  may  deem 
proper,  will  be  required  from  the  proposer  and 
the  two  seconders  before  the  name  of  the  candidate 
shall  be  considered  for  posting,  and  no  proposed 
member  shall  be  elected  unless  personally  known 
by  some  member  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions. 
On  the  election  of  a  member,  the  Secretary  shall 
notify  him  of  his  election,  and  request  him  to  pay 
the  Treasurer  the  amount  of  his  initiation  fee  and 
the  annual  dues  for  the  current  year.  Each  person 
elected  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  being  notified 
as  above,  pay  his  initiation  fee  and  the  annual 
dues,  and  then,  and  not  otherwise,  shall  he  be  a 
member  of  the  Club.  In  case  he  shall  fail  to  pay 
as  above  his  election  shall  be  void. 

SECTION  4.  Each  member  of  the  Club  shall 
pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $200.00,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided. 

SECTION  5.  Officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of 
the  United  States  who  may  be  elected  members  of 
the  Club  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  an 
initiation  fee,  and  shall  pay  the  dues  of  non-resi- 
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dent  members,  but  shall  not  have  the  privilege  of 
proposing  or  seconding  candidates  for  membership. 

SECTION  6.  Members  of  the  Club  who  are  not 
stockholders  shall  not  be  eligible  for  the  position 
of  Governor  of  the  Club,  and  shall  have  no  vote 
in  any  election  held  by  the  Club,  nor  shall  they 
be  entitled  to  any  of  the  profits  of  the  Club,  or 
be  liable  for  any  of  its  indebtedness. 

SECTION  7.  Resignations  of  membership  shall 
be  acted  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  but 
the  resignation  of  no  member  indebted  to  the  Club 
shall  be  accepted. 

SECTION  8.  Life  Members. — Any  member  of 
the  Club  may  become  a  Life  Member  upon  the 
payment  of  $500.00  additional  to  the  regular  en- 
trance fee.  The  number  of  such  members  shall 
be  limited  to  thirty-two.  Life  members  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  dues,  but  they  shall 
be  subject  in  all  other  respects  to  the  same  re- 
strictions and  obligations,  and  possess  all  the  privi- 
leges of  regular  members. 

SECTION  9.  Junior  Life  Members. — Any  jun- 
ior member  of  the  Club,  upon  payment  of  $500.00, 
may  be  elected  a  Junior  Life  Member,  but  the 
number  of  such  Junior  Life  Members  shall  not 
exceed  ten.  Upon  attaining  the  age  of  21  years 
a  Junior  Life  Member  may  be  elected  a  Life 
Member  of  the  Club  without  further  payment, 
but  should  he  fail  of  election,  his  entrance  fee 
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of  $500.00  shall  be  returned  to  him  without  in- 
terest, and  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Club. 

SECTION  10.  Non-Resident  Members. — Per- 
sons living  more  than  fifty  (50)  miles  from  Lake 
Forest  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  Non-Resi- 
dent Members,  and  such  members  shall  pay  an 
entrance  fee  of  $100.00  and  an  annual  subscrip- 
tion equal  to  half  the  annual  dues  of  resident 
members. 

SECTION  u.  University  Members. — Profes- 
sors of  Lake  Forest  University  are  eligible  for 
membership  in  the  same  manner  as  officers  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States. 

SECTION  12.  Consular  Members. — Consuls  of 
foreign  nations,  in  Chicago,  are  eligible  for  mem- 
bership in  the  same  manner  as  officers  of  the  Army 
and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  except  that  their 
annual  dues  shall  be  $75.00. 

SECTION  13.  Women  Members. —  Widows 
and  unmarried  women  may  be  elected  to  member- 
ship in  the  Club. 

The  widows  of  former  members  shall  not  be 
charged  an  initiation  fee.  The  initiation  fee  for 
all  other  women  members  shall  be  $200.00. 

The  annual  dues  of  all  women  members  shall 
be  one  half  the  dues  of  resident  members. 

The  families  of  widows  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  privileges  as  the  families  of  other  members. 
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Widows  and  unmarried  women  shall  not  be  in- 
cluded in  the  limits  of  membership. 

SECTION  14.  Junior  Members. — Sons  and 
brothers  of  members,  between  the  ages  or  12  and 
21  years,  may,  upon  payment  of  $10.00  annual 
subscription,  become  Junior  Members  of  the  Club. 
Junior  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  use  the  Club- 
house, but  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the  smoking 
room  or  to  any  of  its  privileges,  nor  shall  they  be 
permitted  to  take  part  in  any  of  the  sports  on 
the  Club  Grounds  on  Saturday  afternoons  or  holi- 
days, unless  they  are  over  the  age  of  16  years, 
and  shall  have  paid  an  additional  annual  sub- 
scription of  $25.00  for  the  full  privileges  of  the 
grounds  on  all  days.  Junior  Members,  when  re- 
quested, shall  show  tickets  of  Junior  Member- 
ship to  the  locker  room  attendant  before  receiving 
caddies  or  lockers. 

Any  Junior  Member  upon  attaining  the  age  of 
1 8  years,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  those 
upon  whom  his  junior  membership  depends,  may 
be  elected  a  regular  member  of  the  Club. 

SECTION  15.  Wives,  Daughters  and  Sisters  of 
Members. — Wives  of  members  and  the  unmarried 
daughters  and  sisters  of  members  over  12  years 
of  age  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Clubhouse,  and  on  payment  of  $10.00  annual  sub- 
scription each,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  outdoor  sports  of  the  Club,  except  on 
Saturday  afternoons  and  holidays. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

LIMIT  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Exclusive  of  Life  Members,  Non-Resident, 
Army  and  Navy,  Consular,  University,  Women 
and  Junior  Members,  the  limit  of  membership  in 
the  Club  shall  be  425. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

FORFEITURE  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  power,  by 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  thereof,  to 
forfeit  the  membership  of  any  stockholder  or  mem- 
ber of  the  Club  for  any  conduct  on  his  part  which 
is  likely,  in  their  opinion,  to  endanger  the  welfare, 
interest  or  character  of  the  Club,  for  any  conduct 
in  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Club,  or  when  the 
dues  of  any  member  have  been  unpaid  for  one 
month  after  due. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

UNPAID  ACCOUNTS. 

Within  the  first  ten  days  of  each  month  a  notice 
shall  be  sent  to  every  member  indebted  to  the 
Club,  calling  his  attention  to  the  indebtedness  and 
requesting  payment.  Indebtedness  for  dues  shall 
be  separately  mentioned.  Whenever  indebtedness 
of  a  member  shall  not  be  paid  within  one  (i) 
month,  he  shall,  by  virtue  of  that  fact,  stand  sus- 
pended thereafter  from  all  rights  and  privileges 
of  membership  until  his  indebtedness  to  the  Club 
shall  have  been  paid  in  full. 
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If  the  indebtedness  of  a  member  shall  not  be 
paid  within  three  ( 3  )  months  his  membership  shall 
be  thereby  forfeited,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the 
three  months  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Club. 

In  cases  of  existing  indebtedness  or  of  any 
future  indebtedness  not  fully  covered  by  the  fore- 
going provision  of  this  By-Law,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  take  such  action  as  it  may  think 
advisable,  and  shall  have  authority  to  suspend  or 
expel  members  or  to  forfeit  memberships  when- 
ever deemed  necessary. 

Notices  shall  be  sent  by  mail  or  by  messengers 
to  the  addresses  of  members  as  recorded  in  the 
Club  office. 

Upon  payment  of  all  arrearages  and  of  proper 
dues  to  the  date  of  re-instatement,  the  Executive 
Committee  may,  in  its  discretion,  re-instate  any 
person  whose  membership  in  the  Club  shall  have 
been  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  indebtedness. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

DUES. 

The  annual  dues  for  resident  members  shall  be 
$75.00,  payable  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  or  at  the  option  of  the  members,  in  two 
installments  of  $37.50  each,  payable  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July  respectively. 

Members  admitted  between  September  first  and 
December  first  of  any  year  shall  pay  $37.50  for 
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the  remainder  of  the  current  year,  and  members 
admitted  after  December  first  of  any  year  shall  be 
exempt  from  dues  for  the  current  year. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

COMMITTEES. 

The  names  of  the  officers  and  Governors,  and 
the  members  of  the  various  committees,  shall  be 
posted  in  the  Clubhouse. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF   BY-LAWS. 

Upon  all  questions  of  construction  of  the  By- 
Laws,  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  control,  unless  overruled  by  the  Board  of 
Governors. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
new  By-Laws  may  be  made,  or  old  ones  amended 
or  repealed,  provided  notice  of  the  change  was 
given  at  a  prior  meeting. 
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HOURS. 

The  Clubhouse  will  be  open  at  7  A.  M.,  and 
closed  at  midnight,  after  which  hour  no  refresh- 
ments will  be  served,  and  no  member  except 
lodgers,  admitted. 

ROOMS. 

Season  reservations  are  from  May  I5th  to  Oct. 
1 5th  only. 

After  June  ist  of  each  year  the  bedrooms  in  the 
Clubhouse  and  cottages,  not  rented  for  the  sea- 
son, will  be  assigned  to  transient  occupants  in  the 
order  of  application. 

All  rooms  engaged  will  be  charged  for  the  full 
time  for  which  they  are  engaged,  whether  occu- 
pied or  not. 

Rooms  suitable  for  more  than  one  occupant  will 
under  no  circumstances  be  rented  for  any  period 
to  single  occupants  at  less  than  the  proper  rate 
for  single  occupancy,  and  if  joint  arrangements 
are  dissolved  the  rate  for  single  occupancy  shall 
apply  at  once. 

Rooms  suitable  for  more  than  one  occupant  can- 
not be  occupied  by  one  member  to  the  exclusion 
of  others  except  for  one  week. 
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Apartments  in  the  cottages  are  to  be  rented  only 
to  members  of  the  club  who  occupy  them  with 
their  families. 

Members  may  not  in  their  absence  permit  other 
members  to  occupy  their  rooms  as  lodgers  unless 
regular  transient  price  is  paid  to  the  Club  by  such 
lodgers.  Provided,  however,  in  case  of  intended 
absence  for  a  period  of  two  weeks  or  over,  the 
room  of  a  member  may  be  re-let  for  his  account. 

Members  are  not  allowed  to  send  Club  servants 
out  of  the  Clubhouse. 

FEES. 

No  member  or  guest  shall  give  any  fee  or 
gratuity  to  a  servant  of  the  Club. 

RESTAURANT. 

Members  may  engage  tables,  or  seats  at  tables, 
for  four  or  more  persons  in  advance,  by  making 
application  at  the  office,  specifying,  whenever  pos- 
sible, the  particular  table  or  seats  desired. 

When  tables,  or  seats  at  tables,  are  engaged  in 
advance,  members  will  be  required  to  pay  for  the 
meals  for  which  they  are  engaged,  unless  notice 
to  the  contrary  is  given  at  least  four  hours  pre- 
viously. 

An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  meals  or  re- 
freshments served  in  private  rooms. 

CHILDREN. 

Children  under  twelve  years  of  age  are  not 
allowed  in  the  Clubhouse,  except  in  the  dining 
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room  for  children  and  nurses,  or  when  accom- 
panied by  their  parents,  in  a  specified  portion  of 
the  restaurant  for  breakfast  and  luncheon  only, 
but  not  on  Saturdays,  holidays  or  match  days. 

PETITIONS  AND  SUBSCRIPTION  PAPERS. 

No  notice,  subscription  paper  or  petition,  except 
such  as  relate  to  Club  affairs,  shall  be  posted  or 
circulated  except  by  permission  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee. 

GAMES. 

Poker,  baccarat  and  other  games  of  chance  shall 
not  be  played  in  the  Clubhouse  and  no  card  play- 
ing of  any  kind  will  be  permitted  in  the  Club- 
house on  a  Sunday. 

NON-RESIDENT  GUESTS. 

A  member  may  introduce  as  a  guest  a  person 
residing  more  than  fifty  miles  from  Lake  Forest, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  fifteen  days,  by  enter- 
ing the  guest's  name,  together  with  his  own  in  the 
visitors'  book.  The  same  guest  shall  not  be  so 
introduced  more  than  twice  in  one  season,  and 
only  after  an  interval  of  one  month  or  more. 
Should  a  non-resident  guest  desire  to  use  the  Club 
beyond  two  weeks,  he  may,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  become  a  season  sub- 
scriber on  the  payment  of  $75.00,  but  such  intro- 
duction shall  be  for  one  season  only. 
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RESIDENT  GUESTS. 

A  member  may  introduce  as  a  guest  a  person 
residing  within  fifty  miles  of  Lake  Forest  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  fifteen  days,  by  entering 
the  guest's  name,  together  with  his  own,  in  the 
visitors'  book;  but  the  same  person  shall  not  be 
introduced  more  than  three  times  during  one  sea- 
son, and  the  total  number  of  days  for  which  he  is 
introduced  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  during  any  one 
season.  The  period  of  introduction  for  resident 
guests  can  under  no  circumstances  be  extended. 

SEASON  GUESTS. 

Any  person  may  be  proposed  by  a  member  of 
the  Club  as  a  guest  of  the  Club  for  the  current 
season.  The  name  of  the  person  proposed  must 
be  posted  for  ten  days  before  action  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Governors.  Such  person  may  be 
granted  the  privileges  of  the  Club  on  an  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  may 
then  enjoy  such  privileges  as  a  guest  on  payment 
of  $100.00;  such  season  guest  having  the  same 
privileges  in  regard  to  introducing  visitors  as  reg- 
ular members.  Should  an)^  season  guest  for  any 
year  be  elected  a  regular  member,  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  same  year,  he  may  qualify  for  such  regular 
membership  by  the  additional  payment  of  full  dues 
and  the  sum  of  $100.00.  The  same  person  cannot 
be  proposed  more  than  twice  as  a  season  guest. 
Any  member  proposing  such  guest  shall  assume  the 
same  liability  as  to  the  indebtedness  incurred  by 
such  guest  as  is  provided  for  hereafter. 
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PRIVILEGES  AND  LIABILITY  OF  GUESTS. 

Guests  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  mem- 
bers but  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the 
Ground  Rules. 

Members  are  liable  for  the  indebtedness  of  their 
guests. 

No  member  shall  have  more  than  three  guests 
(resident  or  non-resident)  at  any  time. 

Members  must  register  their  guests,  whether 
playing  or  not,  immediately  upon  arrival  at  the 
Clubhouse. 

LADIES  AS  GUESTS. 

Members,  or  their  wives,  daughters  and  sisters 
of  members  may  introduce  ladies  as  guests  at  any 
time  by  entering  their  names,  together  with  their 
own,  in  the  visitors'  book. 
DOGS. 

Dogs  are  not  allowed  in  the  Clubhouse  or  cot- 
tages or  on  the  piazzas,  nor  are  they  permitted 
to  stray  over  the  Club  grounds.  Members  bring- 
ing dogs  to  the  Club  may  make  arrangements  to 
keep  them  at  the  stables. 

PAYMENTS. 

Members  are  required  to  sign  vouchers  for  all 
club  accounts  and  no  cash  will  be  received  at  the 
Club,  except  in  settlement  for  tickets  which  have 
been  signed  or  of  monthly  accounts. 

COMPLAINTS. 

All  requests  and  complaints  shall  be  made  in 
writing  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the  House 
Committee. 
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FEES. 

No  member  or  guest  shall  give  any  fee  or 
gratuity  to  a  professional  or  caddy  in  excess  of  the 
regular  charge  for  services,  or  to  any  person  em- 
ployed on  the  grounds  of  the  Club. 

GOLF  MATCHES,   HANDICAPS,  ETC. 

Players  in  Club  golf  matches  will  be  placed  at 
scratch,  unless  they  have  previously  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  Sports  and  Pastimes  two  carefully 
kept  scores  for  eighteen  holes  each,  played  over  the 
Club  course,  or  have  turned  in  scores  in  two  Club 
matches. 

Players  so  qualifying  will  be  placed  upon  the 
handicap  list  for  the  entire  season,  their  handi- 
caps being  changed  from  time  to  time,  according 
to  the  judgment  of  the  Golf  Committee. 

No  further  entry  will  be  required  for  any  Club 
match  save  those  of  open  tournaments,  except  the 
entering  of  a  player's  name,  in  the  entry  book, 
kept  for  the  purpose  in  the  locker  room,  on  the 
day  of  a  match,  previous  to  starting  play. 

Handicaps  will  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board 
not  later  than  8  A.  M.  on  the  morning  of  a  match. 

No  player  shall  play  the  course  alone,  unless 
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accompanied  by  a  scorer  appointed  by  the  Golf 
Committee. 

The  score  for  the  first  eighteen  holes  played  on 
the  day  of  the  match  shall  be  the  score  for  the 
match.  All  score  cards  must  be  signed  by  the 
player's  opponent,  and  handed  to  the  locker  room 
attendant  on  the  day  of  the  match. 

SUNDAY   PLAY. 

No  games  shall  be  played  or  practiced  on  the 
Club  grounds  on  Sunday. 

SPECIAL  RULES. 

Such  rules  for  the  conduct  of  outdoor  sports  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  necessary  will 
be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board,  and  such  posting 
will  be  considered  a  sufficient  promulgation  of  a 
rule. 

GOLF  RULES. 

The  rules  of  the  United  States  Golf  Association 
are  mandatory,  except: 

A  ball  in  the  Polo  Field  or  upon  a  putting 
green,  other  than  the  one  played  to,  must,  and  a 
ball  in  a  gopher  or  crab  or  post  hole,  may,  be 
lifted  and  dropped,  not  nearer  the  hole,  without 
penalty. 

All  disputes  shall  be  referred  to  the  Golf  Com- 
mittee, and  its  decision  shall  be  final.
